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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 13, "the side of the spring" lacks antecedent basis and is unclear 
as to what side this refers to, in addition it is unclear if "spring" should be -pin-; line 16, 
the phrase "adjacent to the locking bolt of said cavity of the housing" is grammatically 
unclear. It is noted that claims 2-10 are included herein merely because of their 
dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art of record fails to provide a housing retaining arm which engages a 
spring biased securing pin on the side of the pin remote from the locking bolt. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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It is noted that Applicant's arguments regarding the double patenting rejection 
are persuasive in light of the amendments to claim 1 newly incorporating the position of 
the retaining arm with respect to the securing pin. Furthermore, while the subject matter 
of the new recitations define over the prior art of record, the functional manner of the 
recitations present issues under 35 USC 112 as discussed above. Accordingly, claims 
1-10 stand rejected.
